PRISON POPULATION 


Richard A. McGee, ‘director of 
the state’s prisons, is aware of 
the great population growth in 
California and of the forecast 
for the future. 

“And when civilian population 
increases, the prison population 
increases at an established ratio,” 
Mr. McGee notes. By 1955, the 
number of inmates will be 16,000 
and by 1960 a total of 18,000 
prisoners, according to his pre- 
diction, 

Incidentally, the state prisons 
were approximately 100 per cent 
overcrowded on June 1 of this 
year.

HE CLOSED EYE POLICY; 
HITE CASE IS APPALLING 


Revelations in the Harry Dexter White case 
pint to the fact that for years high officials in 
ashington followed a policy of “closed eyes” 
matters of national security. 

When Herbert Brownell, Jr., now attorney 
general and former head of the National Re- 
ipublican committee made reference to the case 
m a Chicago speech, many people considered 
his remarks more or less political. Former 
President Harry Truman’s address to the na- 
tion Monday night left many people still with 
the idea that fundamentally the two men were 
arguing and sparring politically. 

Under oath and reading from once “top se- 
crets,” Mr. Brownell’s testimony in Washington 
Tuesday took millions of Americans behind the 
scenes and revealed the intricate workings of 
a spy ring. Adding great weight to the ap- 
palling case was J. Edgar Hoover, head of the 
FBI, who factually and emphatically, revealed 
that in spite of the evidence, White was ad- 
anced to a high place in an international post 
out of reach of the FBI. 

Loyalty of President Truman has never 
been questioned. Very forcefully are the ap- 
parent facts that Mr. Truman “closed his eyes” 
in this great issue of national securiiy. 

It is likely many horrifying incidents are yet 
to be revealed. The only good that can come 
from the study and revelations of this and sim: 
ilar cases is that everyone's “eyes will be open- 
ed” and that great improvements be made in 
combatting the Red ring of subversion. 

Two laws have been proposed by Mr. 
Brownell. Others are also likely to come forth. 
The era of “opened eyes” is here. 





A study by everyone of a government docu- 
ment “Interlocking Subversion in Matas ee 
Departments,” is recommended—before the 
White case is forgotten and covered up. The 
document is a published report of the 83rd con- 
gress committee to investigate the administra- 
tion of the internal security act and other inter- 
nal security laws. 

It gives one the shiversand also a better 
understanding of a strange and:shocking inter- 
lude in our country’s history. Here, for ex- 
ample, are a couple of paragraphs in the first 
few pages: 

“The sub-committee examined in public 
isessions 36 persons about whom it had sub- 
stantial evidence of membership in the com- 
munist underground in government. 

“Almost all of the persons exposed had 
Bome connection which could be documented 
ith at least one—and generally several—oth- 
ler exposed persons. They used each other's 
mames for reference on applications for federal 
employment. They hired each*other. They 
promoted each other. They raised each other’s 
alaries. They transferred each other from 
bureau to bureau, from department to depart- 
ent, from congressional committee to con- 
gressional committee. They assigned’ each 
other to international missions. 

“They vouched for each other's loyalty an2 
protected each other when exposure threaten: 
ed. They often had common living quarters. 
There was a group whose names appeared to- 
gether in a telephone number file.” 


FIVE GOOD POINTS 


Five points have been suggested to Cal- 
ifornia legislaters—and all tax levying 
agencies — by the’ California Taxpayers asso- 
ciation. 

Here they are: ‘ 

1. Hold taxes to actual needs. 

2. Eliminate unnecessary government ac- 
tivities, 

3. Balance every government budget. 

4. Encourage improvement in government 
administration. 

5. Stimulate wider citizen action for good 
government.

TRAFFIC “TRAPS” JUSTIFIED 
ON BASIS OF SAFETY 


Should “traffic traps” be permitted for the 
sole purpose of catching speeders? There is 
real merit to a positive “yes” in answer to that 
question. Governor Arthur B. Langlie. of Wash- 
ington apparently thinks so. 

Such a plan might be justified in that it is 
for the protection of the great majority of re- 
sponsible citizens who use the highway. 

Governor Langlie has ordered what he 
terms the toughest traffic law enforcement ever 
introduced in the nation. No longer will the 
willfully reckless motorist of Washington be 
able to duck arrest by keeping a weather eye 
out for uniformed traffic officers in cars mark- 
ed with police insignia. Use of unmarked pa- 
trol cars, radar, spotter planes and plain- 
clothesmen is the new order. 

Traffic tragedies are mounting at an alarm: 
ing rate. In the first nine months of this year, 
27,420 Americans lost thier lives in traffic ac- 
cidents and many more thousands were hurt 
and maimed. 

In the light of such figures it would seem 
that almost any enforcement measure was jus- 
tified. While the Washington plan may be re- 
pugnant to some motorists, it has real merit. 


YEAR-TO-YEAR BUDGETING 
FAVORED BY KUCHEL 


Senator Thomas Kuchel, who was controller 
of the state for eight years, made a very prac: 
tical observation and comparison about Cal- 
ifornia state finances and the national expendi- 
tures‘in a recent speech. 

“The California legislature, the county sup- 
ervisors and the city council, must yearly de- 
termine the amount to be spent by the govern- 
mental agency involved,” he stated. “Such 
monies appropriated are available for expend- 
iture only during the fiscal year. 

“Sich is not the case in Washington, where, 
generally speaking, all appropriations made 
by Congress are thereafter available to the 
agencies involved for the remainder of time. 

“On Jan. I, 1953, there was available to the 
agencies of our federal government more than 
$140,000,000,000 appropriated by prior con- 
gresses. During the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1953, only a little over $75,000,000,000 was un- 
expended for operation 6f the government. 

“Because of this, it seems to me that serious 





thought should be given to the return to the | 


Congress of adequate controls of the fiscal 
policies of our nation.” 

The young U. S. senator advocates an an- 
nual review of the federal spending program. 
Unexpended money should not remain avail- 
able unless Congress reviews the need for the 
funds and reappropriates them. 


ARE WE AT THE TURNING 
POINT IN INFLATION? 


It takes real courage to cut government 
spending on any level. 

It takes real courage to hold government 
spending in check. 

It takes real courage to say “No” to pro- 
posed salary increases for 14,000 people—and 
that is what Mayor Norris Poulson of Los An- 
geles did on Oct. 6, when he vetoed a salary 
ordinance which the city council had passed 
by an 11 to 2 vote. 

And it took courage for three city council- 
men to join the original two who had voted 
against the salary increase in voting to uphold 
the veto. 

Their combined action prevented an in- 
crease of $4,047,500 a year in costs of L. A. 
city government—which would have been on 
top of the record $130,363,588 budget for the 
1953-54 year. 

This action had far greater import than its 
effect on this one community. It is one blast in 
the war against inflation—inflation which has 
resulted because of loose spending and taxing 
practices from the federal government right 
down to the smallest governmental agency. 

This country, along with most ofthe nations 
of the world, has been in an inflationary spi- 
ral for 20 years. 

In our own country inflation was started 
as a deliberate drive by government to raise 
the price level. Time and again economic law 
was flouted—but so great were the resources 
of our country that it took world war No. 2 to 
blow the lid off and start the spiral of inflation 
whirling. Then economic law was _ further 
flouted by clamping on price ceilings. 

Now this nation is starting to shake down 
from the economic binge whith started as “just 
a little ride.” 

The shakedown isn’t going to be easy——but 
the ride up the inflationary spiral was pretty 
tough on a great many. 

The action of the Los Angeles mayor and 
city council minority is only one of the signs 
of the times.—From The Tax Digest.
